WEATHER BULLETIN.

Copyrighted, 1895, by W. T. Foster.
St. Joseph, Mo., June 8 My last

bulletin gave forecasts of the storm
wave to cross the continent from Jane
13th to 17th and the next will reach the
Pacific coast about the 18th, cross the
west of Rockies com n try by close of the
19th, great central valleys 20th to 22d
and eastern states 23d.

This storm wave will inaugurate the
warm period of the month and the
storms will be of more than the ueual
force.

' The storm center will take a northern
route aud indications of drouth will
prevail ever the middle and southern
states bat these drouth conditions will
be changed, extensively, before the close
of the month and copious showers willl
fall in many places.

The last eight days of June will also
be noted for great extremes of tempera
ture wnn prooioiiuy or ngnc irosts on
the northern borders of the United
States.

Light frosts in the northern parts of
the northern states in all the summer
months is an expected feature of this
remarkable crop season.

Warm wave will cross the west of the
Rockies country about the 18th, great
central valleys the 20th and eastern
states the 22d. Cool wave will cross the
west of RockieB country about the 21st,
great central valleys the 23d and eastern
states the 25th.

Indications now are that conditions
will be favorable to the sowing of fall
grain but calculations are'not sufficient
ly complete to indicate to growing con-
ditions of 1890. I will probably be able
to give this information in July of this
year.

As promiped I will publish in the
bulletin of June 29th the general
characteristics of the coming winter
which will begin with a very cold De-
cember.

CAM. KING IN TROUBLE.

He Allowed a Cutthroat Note to Rnn
Too Long

The Phoenix Gazette has the follow-

ing to say of Cameron H. King for years
a resident of this place and well remem-

bered for his sociability as well as his
shortcoming:

All Phoenicians of a few years resi-

dence will remember Cameron H. King.
He was one of the compilers during the
Fourteenth legislatures of the Revised
Statutes of Arizona and was appointed
by Gov. Zulick to be commissioner of
immigration, succeeding Patrick Hamil-
ton and holding office about a year.

King has been practicing law in Sao
Francisco for the past few years, and it
would appear hns met with financial
success. Lnet Tuesday judgment was
secured in a San Francisco court against
him by Asa Fink, a notorious local Shy-loc- k

for $310 on a promissory note, with
interest of $1,602 and a counsel fee of So.
The note was issued on March 21, 1890,
and King gave his law library as securi-
ty, on chattel mortgage.

Judge Murphy states that he gave
judgment in the caee very much against
bis will, as he was not in favor of inter-
est at 3 per cent a month, compounded
monthly.

Mr. Fisk made no reply to the. criti-
cism, but contentedly walked away with
bis judgment.

LAS GUIGAS.

Mammoth Gold Belts in the
Quartz Mountains.

"
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The Grant Group, 17 Vein of Free
Milling Gold ore; One of the

Moat Prominent Proper-
ties in Southern

Arizona.

Las Guigaa (quartz mountains) be-

cause of their peculiar construction are
widely known throughout southern
Arizona. In general topography they
largely resemble other ranges but differ
widely in construction in that great
quartz bodies lie one upon the other
throughout the entire length of the
chain. It was this striking feature,
impressed upon the minds of early
Spanish explorers, that gave these mam-

moth hills the significant name they
now bear.

Inasmuch as Las GuijaB are a
detatcbed group tbey can hardly be con-

sidered spurs of their more towering
neighbors in Southern Pima. They lie
about fifty-seve- n miles Bouth of the an
cient city of Tucson and probably fifteen

north of the boundary line of the Mex-

ican state of Sonora, but intermediate
of the two main thoroughfares between
the two countries. This fact largely
aocounts for their isolation although
their immense mineralized ribs can be
seen by the traveler for a distance of
more than twenty miles.

Wherever the carcass is there will the
ravens be. This fact has long made Las
Guigaa a favorite haunt of the gold
seeker and the records of his inquiring
pick are everywhere to be met with. In
anoient times these ranges were the
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scenes of busy life is evidenced by the
surface work done; ruined habitations
of man that are everywhere to be met
with and the ubiquitious arastra in
which he crushed his ores and from
whoee Blimy bed he drew the yellow
gold. But it was not alone in the crests
of these ledges that the ancient miner
delved, but below them and about them,
both men and women, Chistian and
pagan, have wrought with pick and pan
for more than a hundred years. The
transition of the great quartz belts that
spanned the hills to "placer ground,"
through the disintegrating influences of
time, may have been slow, but it was
none the less wide and far reaohing for
the earth, for miles thereabouts, is en-
riched with gold, not always in paying
quantities, but the color is ever
there.

The claims are ee situated that the
veins can be cut at several hundred feet
in depth and pay ore taken out from the
grass roots in.

The Compass mine, has a number of
veins of ore from one to three feet wide.
One vein has a tunnel on the lead, now
in forty feet, all in ore, three feet wide
averaging $15 per ton in gold. Another
vein has a shaft thirty feet, showing the
ore body but the width as yet unknown
averaging $15 per ton in gold, and no
silver. Two other veins have small
shafts, all showing good ledges.

The Beauty mine has a number of vein
one b.88 an open cut showing a ledge 2J
feet wide: another vein has a shaft 10
ft. and a vein 20 inches wide and an-

other vein has an open cut showing a
vein IS inches. A general average assay
from the mine, gives a value of $15 per
ton.

The Grant No. 1 and Sheridan mines
are extensions of the Grant and Stanton
mines. Veins of ore run through them.

There is also a cross lode, that ex-

tends through the whole group of mines
the croppings of .this lode, are from 2 to
4 ft. wide and assays from $50 to $75 per
ton in gold and from 2oz. to 8z in sil-

ver.
The Golden Star Group, owned by a

Chicago company, lies north of and ad-

joining the Grant property as may be
seen in accompanying map.
